Wuereas Noble Wimberly Jones, President—John Irvine, Vice 
President—John Grimes, Secretary—Lemuel Kollock, Treasu- 
rer—John Cumming, James Ewell, Moses Sheftall, Joshua KE, 
White, William Parker, Thomas Schley, George Jones, George 
Vinson Proctor, Henry Bourguin, Thomas Young, Jun., Peter 
Ward, William Cocke, James Glenn, and Nicholas 8. Bayard, have 
by their petition represented, that they have associated in the city 
of Savannah, under the style and name of THe Gzoreta Mepicau 
Sucrery, for the purpose of lessening the fatality induced by cli- 
mate and incidental causes, and improving the science of medi- 
cine. And in order to ensure and establish their said institution 
in a permanent and effectual manner, so that the benevolent and 
desirable objects thereof, may be executed with success and ad- 
vantage, have prayed the legislature to grant them an act of incer- 
poration. 

Sec..1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Georgia in General Assembly met, and by the 
authority of the same, it is hereby enacted, That the several per- 
sons herein before named, and others who are, or may become 
members of of the said society respectively, the officers and mem- 
bers thereof, and their successors, shall be, and are hereby de- 
clared to be a body corporate, in name and deed, by the style and 
denomination of ‘THe Georeta MEpiIcAL Society ;”’ and by the 
said name and style, shall have perpetual succession of ofiicers 
and members, and a common seal to use; and shall have power 
and authority to make, alter, amend and change such bye-laws as 
may be agreed on by members of the same :~-ProviveD such bye- 
laws be not repugnant to the laws or the constitution of this 
State or the United States, 

Sec. ¥. And be it further enacted, That they shall have full 
power and authority under the style and name of the Georgia Medi- 
cal Society, to sue for in the name of their President and Vice Presi- 
dent, for the time being, and recover all such sum or sums of 
money, as are, or hereafter may become due the said society, by 
bof name or style whatever, in any court of law, or at et tribu- 
nal having jurisdiction thereof; and the rights and privileges of 
the said society in any court, or at any tribunal whatever, to de- 
fend and also to receive, take and apply such bequests or dona- 
tions as may be made, to, and for the uses and purposes intended 
by the said society; and shall be, and are hereby declared to be 
vested with all the powers and advantages, Eto and immu- 
nities of an association or society of people pectporeres, for the 
purposes and intentions of their said association. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That this act shall be, and is 
hereby declared to be deemed and considered a public act, to all 
intents and purposes whatever.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE T. 

This Society shall be known as “THe Groreia 
Mepicat Socrery,” and shall consist of Resident 
and Honorary Members. 

ARTICLE I, 

This Society is established in the City of Sa- 
vannah, for the advancement of Medical Science, 
and the cultivation of professional and_ social 
intercourse and good feeling amoung its members. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Resident members of this Society shall be 
composed of regular Graduates of Medicine, and 
shall be gentleinen of respectable social position. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Honorary members of this Society shall 
be chosen from non-resident professional gentle- 
men of distinguished zeal and scientific attain- 
ments; and from. such resident members who 
have retired from the practice of their Profes- 
sion, as the Society may elect. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Officers of this Society shall consist of a 
President, a Vice-President, a Recording Secre- 
tary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer and 
a Librarian; who shall severally perform the 
duties usually assigned to such Officers, together 
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with such other duties as may be required of 
them by the Society. 


ARTICLE VI 
The Anniversary Mecting of this Society shall 
be held on the first Wednesday in January ot 
‘ach and every year; at which time the election 
of Officers shall take place, and an address be 
delivered by the President. 


ARTICLE VIL. 

For the better understanding of our mutual 
relations, and for the promotion of har mony, 
we adopt the Code of Medical Ethics set forth 
by the National Medical Association. 


ARTICLE VIII. 

With a view to the collection of an extensive 
Library, composed of Medical and Scientific 
Standard Works and Periodicals, the members 
of this Society exert themselves to obtain con- 
_ tributions of books on Medicine and its correl- 
ative sciences, 


ARTICLE IX. 

With a view to preserve tor the use of thie 
Profession large numbers of Surgical and Ana- 
tomical specimens, the members ot this Society 
exert themselves to obtain contributions of such 
specimens for the establishment of an extensive 
Museum. 


ARTICLE X- 

This Constitution shall not be altered or 
amended at any time, unless the alteration or 
amendment shall have been set forth at least 
one month before it is to be acted upon; and 
not then, unless two-thirds of the members 
present shall vote in favor of such alteration or 
amendment; provided, also, that half the resident 
members of the city be present at such meeting. 


BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE L 


The regular meetings of this Society, for the 
transaction of business, ‘shall be held on Wed- 
nesday evening in every week, at 8 o’clock P. 
M., unless otherwise ordet ed; but the Pr esident 
shall, at the request of any three members, call 
a special meeting of the Society. Five members 
shall constitute a quorum for ordinary busiuess. 


ARTICLE ITI. 

Any member shali be allowed the privilege 

of introducing a friend or, acquaintance asa 
guest of the Society, particularly Medical gen- 
tlemen who may be visiting the city. 


ARTICLE UT. 

Every application for membership shall be 
submitted in writing, accompanied with the in- 
itiation fee of Five Dollars ($5.00), and the ap- 
plicant vouched for by two resident members 
ot the Society; such applicant shall be balloted 
for at any subsequent meeting, and if two-thirds 
of the members present vote in his favor, he 
shall be declared duly elected; provided, that

at least ten members be present at the time of 


such election. 


. ARTICLE IV. 

Every resident member of the Society shall 
pay into the Treasury, at the first meeting in 
January of each year, an annual tax of Five 
Dollars ($5.00); and shail also pay such assess- 
ments as may be made from axe to time by the 
Society.

No member of this Society shall consult with 
or recognize as a regular practitioner of Med- 
icine, any Physician who shall have become a 
resident practitioner, for two months, and shail 
have failed to become a member of the Society. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Names of persons recommended for honorary ¢ 
membership.shall be proposed at one Gert 
~ and balloted for at any subsequent meeting ; a 
vote of two-thirds of the members present, in 
favor of such proposition, shall be required for 
their election. They shall enjoy all the priv- 
ileges of the Society except that of voting, and = _ 
shall be exempt from the payment of any "dues. 
or requisitions.

ARTICLE IX. 


Any member who shall be guilty of ungentle- 
manly conduct during the session of the Society, . 
or who shall conduct ‘himself, out of the Society, 
in such a manner as would render him ineligi- 
ble to membership, shall be expelled from the 
Society according to the wishes of two thirds 
of the members of the Society pr esent, provided, 
that in every instance, specific charges be set’ 
forth and handed to the individual at least one 
month before the Society take action thereon.
